AN  ACT 

An  far  ascertaining'  and  adjust- 
ing the  titles  and  claims  to  land, 
viitbin  the  territory  of  Orleans, 
and  the  distrtel  of  Louisiana. 

BE  it  enabled  by  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  U- 
nited  States  of  America  in  Congress 
assembled.  That  any  perfon  or  per- 
fons,  and  the  legal  reprefentatives 
of  any  perfon  or  perfons,  who  on 
the  firfl  day  of  OiStober,  in  the  year 
one  thoul'and  eight  hundred,  were 
refident  within  the  territories  ceded 
by  the  French  Republic  to  the  U- 
nited  States,  by  the  treaty  of  the 
thirtieth  of  April,  one  thoufand 
eight  hundred  and  three,  and  who 
had  prior  to  the  faid  firft  dav  of  Oc- 
tober, one  thoufand  eight  hundred, 
obtained  from  the  French  or  Span- 
ilh  governments  refpeflively,  during 
the  time  either  of  the  faid  govern 
ments  had  the  actual  pnflTenion  of 
faid  territories,  any  duly  regii- 
ttred  warrant,  or  order  of  furvey  for 
lands  lying  within  the  faid  territo- 
ries, td  which  tile  Indian  title  had 
been  extinguinied,  and  which  were 
on  that  dav  acluallv  inhabited  and 
cultivated  by  fuch  perfon  or  perfons, 
or  for  his  or  their  ufe,  lhall  be  con- 
firmed in  their  claims  to  fuch  lands 
in  the  fa  ne  manner  as  if  their  titles
